Well a package from Tech America was waiting for me tonight when I came 
home. It was my Vectronics VEC-645 tuner I purchased on sale from Tech 
America for $79.95. The first thing I did was open it up and look at 
what was inside. I can tell you up front, it is well worth $80.00. The 
circuit is a classic T match with a dual cross hair meter. C1 isa 
200pf beautiful fairly wide spaced variable. C2 is the same as C1. L121 
is a very unique wire wound 28uH inductor. The wire is tin plated bar 
wire and it is wound on a plastic doughnut. The switch which controls 
it has a shaft going through the doughnut and it controls a spring 
loaded tap which contacts the coil on its edge. There are 50 turns on 
it and each turn can be tapped by the switch. The result is a coil that 
allows 48 tap positions thus allowing almost as much flexibility as a 
rotary inductor. It is truly an amazing inductor. It looks like it 
could handle 300 watts. The front panel allows you to meter up to a 300 
watt or 30 watt transmitter signal. The wattmeter indicates 5 watts at 
it's half scale mark when in the 30 watt scale. The only difference in 
the circuit when you switch from 30 to 300 watts is the setting of one 
of two 50K pot in series with the meter for each of the two power 
scales. (For 300 watts there is less of a 50K pot in series with the 
meter than there is when the meter is in the 30 watt scale.) The two 
rectifier diodes appear to be similar to 1N60A germaniums. The manual 
tells you how to calibrate the unit with its two forward pots and its 
two reverse pots. I would think the meter could be made more sensitive 
by installing shottkey diodes, but then you would need to recalibrate. 
I'm thinking the meter circuit might be adequate for 5 watt operation 
without screwing with the meter. The tuner could be converted into a 
Z-match tuner fairly easily. C1 would stay as is. A switch could be 
added on the rear panel to switch in lump fixed mica capacitors in lumps 
of 200pf. Four 200 pf micas added one at a time using a shorting type 
switch would total 1000pf as used in the Emtech Z-match tuner. C2 
would have to be replaced with a dual 260pf nominal variable. A small 
coil could be added to the cold end of L1 with a link wound around it 
for the output. The link would terminate in two posts on the back panel 
(plenty of room for this) for balanced line. If you wanted the tuner 


terminated into coax you would short out one side of the link to ground 
with a panel switch mounted on the back of the tuner and hook up the 
coax to the existing S0239 output connector. The output of C1 could be 
connected to L1 at a tap point to approximate 50 ohms. (As it is now, 
tapped at the top of L1, the impediance of the input S0239 would be too 
high. Tapping down on L1 will solve this proble). I think the existing 
coil could be used. If not, a toroid could take its place. To use up 
the existing tap switch, it could tap the output of C1 to some point on 
L1 giving the best match to 50 ohms on its input SO-239 connector. So 
that is it for now. This beast is a very good value. You could not 
build something this nice for $80.00. A great Z-match could be made out 
of this thing with very little extra expense. If done, I doubt anyone 
would have as nice a Z-match as this unit could provide with a little 
work. I will continue the quest and next determine if the existing coil 
could be used in the Z-match rather than changing it out for a toroid 
inductor. Lee Bahr wOvt

I have been using Hamsticks for several years. I think they are great. I 
have read many posts on them (pro and con). They may not be the BEST, but 
they are cheap, easy to tune, and fun to use. You don't need any guying 
mechanisms or have to worry too much about breaking them. You can't go 
wrong for $20. and a dream :-) I have no affiliation with whoever makes 
them, just a happy user ;-) 


I have 2 Hamsticks - one for 40m and one for 30m. I used the 30m version 
during our first TMPS (Thirty Meter Propagation Study) one summer. I built 
a little SW-30 from NN1G and got on the air in the car with the Hamstick. 
For about $75.00 altogether, I was have a fun all summer long (and still 
using both the rig and the antenna). I made over 130 contacts with that 
setup during TMPS and 26 of them were DX from the car. 


While I may be able to buy a better antenna somewhere that can "hear" 
better, I'm happy with what I have. I do notice there are peple working 
stations I can't even hear, but the flip side is that I can work almost 
anyone I CAN hear on that antenna and I don't cry over what I missed at all. 


I am currently running my NW-40 on a Hamstick every day to and from work. 
When I'm on 30m these days in the car, I'm using my NC38S cuz I get the full 
5 watts out rather than the SW-30 which I beefed up to a whopping 2 watts 
:-) I keep the SW-30 in the shack and have recently been working some late 
night DX on that little gem running 2w to my HF6V vertical and I have 150' 
feedline of 9913 Coax to deal with too. Woops - I dirverted from the 
antenna response - sorry. 


I don't have experience with any other mobile antenna, so that about wraps 
things up on my opinion.

I am curious as to what people's favorite parts to design and build with 
are. I would also like to hear the reasons for the choices. 


I'll start the ball rolling. 


I like the U310 (metal can) and J310 (plastic) JFETs. The parameters are 
more closely controlled than the more common MPF102 and they are lower 
noise as well. The J310 should probably not be used above 30 MHz. The U310 
has the metal can connected to the gate so it is ideal for grounded gate RF 
preamps. The J310s are fairly common, although at higher costs than the 
MPF102. 


I also like the NE5534 op amp. It is low noise, designed for audio use, and 
also widely available. It is also available with two per package. In audio 
applications you will hear a significant difference (lower noise) between 
this part and the oft recommended 741.

I did an article on most of the available mobile antennas a while back. I 
believe at the time all were tested using a Ten Tec Argonaut 509, mounted on 
top of the top piece of an old defunct toaster oven. This really solid piece 
of metal was mounted where the glove compartment door use to be. I did this 
so that if I sold the car, I could return it to original condition. 


The fancy expensive antennas did work better (ex: real Texas bug catcher). I 
had good fortune with ever antenna I tested. This included a Ham stick 
system, the Carolina bug catcher and some spider design multiband, tune-less 
systems. I also used a Hustler system. I think the Hustler and the ham 
sticks and most of the spider systems were too close to call. 


I put a Yaesu FT9OOSAT in my small LeBaron Convertible a month or so ago. 


Rig mounted in trunk, faceplate and Schurr paddles in front. Because of a 
deal I got over the Internet, I bought a set of Hustlers-80,40,20,10,15 with 
the needed mast and such. I had been using the Carolina Bug Catcher, which 
worked very well, but due to my extreme laziness, I did not like having to 
leave the car to change bands. I had a friend make a couple of mounting 
adapters and mounted the Hustler 40, 20,15, 10 meter resonators. The 20-10, 
pretty much cover most of the band I use without tuner. 40 works on part of 
CW band. 


I love it. The Yaesu remembers the tuner setting, just press the up and down 
band button, or the memory button, go to band and work the daylights out of 
who is there. Lately I drive 7 miles to work at about 7:30 am CST. I have 
continually gotten through every pile up on SSB on 10 meters on the way to 
work and constantly get good reports. 


I travel once a week to class... about 1.5-2 hours each way.. which was my 
excuse to get the radio. I have a blast. I use to hate the drive, now I look 
forward to a minimum of one hour each way of relaxed operation. Usually see 
what is open on way to school at about 2:30 pm CST. and most often it is 
20m. On way home at night (about 7:30 pm CST) I usually work a contact or so 
on 20 m SSB, and then spend the rest of the time on 40 meters. I find a few 
contacts on CW and I am totally relaxed and almost home. I regrounded the 
system and put ferrite beads on each end of my shielded paddle cable which 
took care of my RF problem which kept my rig keyed on 20 meters.

As Ed said: Same here. I never learned and catchy phrases to learn the 
color code. Actually I knew the color code before I could read so it 
wouldn't have been any good. Sometime before I was 5, my Dad taught me the 
color code just by what color represents each number. He then made up cigar 
boxes (the cardboard kind with the flip top hinge lids). On the lids he 
labeled the values of resisters and made two nail holes in the lid for each 
labeled resister value. He was able to get about 5 across and 5 or 6 down 
(like a grid of about 30 resisters per lid). He would then throw a handful 
of resisters that I guess he sorted out previously on the table or give me a 
box with the mixture of resisters inside. I used to go throught the 
resisters and plug them into the lid in the correctly labeled holes. I 
thought it was a game :-) Every so often he would throw a different box on 
the table with new values. I didn't even know I was learning something at 
the time. I remembered the color code from then and never really used it on 
a regular basis. 


I never got to the point like Ed where I knew all common objects by their 
color code values :-) However, I did something similar when I was first 
learning Morse Code. I had those ARRL code practice tapes for 5 WPM. I 
would play them in the car to try to learn the code (that's where I had the 
most uninterrupted free time). Then I got a code practice oscillator anda 
straight key and start sending code to myself in the car of all the signs I 
passes and all the license plates ,etc, etc. You get the idea. The 
by-product was two fold: I learned to copy code in my head almost from the 
beginning (althought I wrote everything down what I actually started working 
contacts on the air with my Novice ticket) and I had a natural affection for 
Mobile CW :-) I never stopped!

For example: in the December 1998 RadCom, there is an 
article by Peter Martinez G3PLX about some work with 

a proposed new mode called PSK31. The idea is to apply 
new technology and knowledge to what RTTY once did - 
keyboard-to-keyboard communication in real time. 

While powerful, modes like AMTOR have indifferent 
real-time performance. 


The key ideas in PSK31 are a variable-length coding 
for the alphabet (i.e. *not*x ASCII), BPSK modulation 


with some pulse-shaping to control the bandwidth, and 
a data rate of 31.25 bits per second. This is fast 
enough to support 50 WPM typing, and is an integer 
submultiple of the 8 kHz sample rate that is standard 
for voice-grade audio sampling. 


The QRP relevance should be obvious: in that bandwidth 
it won't take much power at all to make signals that 
people can hear.

OK Brian, et al, 


I assume you are asking about acetone because you are trying to loosen a 
ferrite slug in a coil form as part of your 11 to 10 project. 


At least I get to be helpful once in a while. Acetone, or dimethyl ketone is 
the main ingredient in common drug store nail polish remover. You asked for a 
small quantity. If you're married, you probably have a small quantity right 
in your medicine cabinet. If not, your local chain drug store will have a 
generic brand of the stuff for a couple of bucks. Read the labels. 


Note too, that you are looking for a solvent to dissolve some glue inside a 
coil form. Be careful if the coil form is plastic, as some plastics will melt 
in acetone. If it is a varnished cardboard form, it will probably be OK, if 
you don't oversoak it. 


Some nail polish removers aren't acetone based. Even if your nail polish 
remover isn't acetone, but the label says it contains another ketone or 
similar organic solvent, you might consider trying it anyway. Just be careful 
and check a small drop on the form, to be sure you don't destroy the tube. 


Acetone may be carcinogenic, though probably not in small exposure. In any 
case, it is volatile and flammable. If your workroom is next to the furnace 
(like mine) consider doing your dissolving act in a well ventilated area like 
the garage. On the other hand, my wife doesn't seem to have had any 
deleterious effects from the stuff. So I don't think you'll need to break out 
the biocontainment equipment to work with a Q-tip full of acetone.

I just finished building the W7EL directional wattmeter. When I first 
tried it out, I discovered that forward and reverse were giving the same 
readings. I had to re-wind one of the toroids in the bridge circuit in the 
opposite direction so that the two toroids were mirror images of each other 
(non-superimposable; like your right and left hand). After that change, 
one read in the forward direction, the other in the reverse direction. Has 
to do with reversing the magnetic field, I guess.

Now THIS is a good idea!!! Yes indeedy: the 2N2222A of course... and, now 
that I ran into 1000 of ‘em on ebay: the 2N3904. Preferably the metal 
'2222A; and I've liked the 2N3904 since my time at Tektronix-where they were 
a mainstay. The PNP counterpart to the 2N2222A is the 2N2907A... both great 
transistors. 


Quick story: I was once breadboarding an audio filter at work, big 
hurry/etc. etc. and wanted a quick speaker amp... put a '2222A in series 
with an 8 ohm speaker and 12VDC... connected it up, and wondered what the 
slight odor was: it was HOT '2222A... I know it was hot ‘cause it put a 
blister on the end of the finger I checked it with... the '2222A was still 
good (!!!)-and got the suitable limiting resistor I had-in my haste-left 
out. 


Then there's my 3 favorite RF amps: (in order of favor) the 2N5109, the 
MRF-901, and the 2N5179. Great HF/VHF RF amps. 


For pass transistors, there's the 2N3771/3772 family. Now considered 
outdated, but still excellent NPN mucho-amp units-and they'll eat a 2N3055 
for lunch! 


One final device: the LM-380 14pin version. So much better (if you DON'T 
count power consumptionx) than the usual LM-386; and if you need power the 
LM-383/TDA-2002/etc.etc. Great 12V power amp if you want it LOUD. 


*x Mutually exclusive terms? Power consumption and LOUD!

Have you built or used a 40-9er transceiver, a Pixie II transceiver, a 
Neophyte or Sudden receiver or a Oner transmitter? If you have, you 
already know how much fun "minimalist" ham gear can be. With that in 
mind, I'd like your input on an idea that has been rattling around my 
head for over a year. Here it is. 


I would like to assemble a small team of volunteer designers, builders, 
writers and testers from the ranks of qrp-l. The team would develop a 


new "minimalist" transceiver ---but with a twist. That is, it would be 
an expandable, modular design. The "basic" module would consist of only 
those stages necessary to build a bare bones transceiver similar in 
parts count and performance to the 40-9er or Pixie II. Additional 
modules could be built, as desired, to add features. Enhancements might 
include a sharp audio filter, TiCK keyer chip, speaker amplifier, r.f. 
amplifier or perhaps even multi-band capabilities. The builder makes 
the choice about how simple or complex his or her rig will be. 


Keep in mind that the concept here is not to create another Sierra or 
OHR-500. I'm talking about an expandable "Altoids" rig. I propose we 
call the rig the MINI-L....MINI for being a minimalist design and the 
"L" because it would originate from talent found on qrp-l. 


So, what do you think? Is this do-able? Is the world ready for another 
"toy" radio? 


If you respond to this e-mail via qrp-l, please preface your message 
with MINI-L: so those not interested can filter the messages out. I 
will collect responses (without comment) for about a week after which I 
will report my findings to the group as a whole.

Good Day friends. 
I have received excellent response from the group 
regarding fixes, shared experiences etc. with both 


the OHR-100, and the 'A' model. 


I have also been chatting with Dick at OHR regarding 
this issue. 


He is first verifying whether the problem is external 

to the unit or not. I have assured him that all power 
sources have stable voltage and can easily deliver up 

to 1.6 Amps and that this is not the issue. 


I also have no other sources of heat near the unit and 
that the drift is verifiable with key down into a 
52 Ohm non-reactive load. 


Dick has responded as if this is his own rig and I am 
very impressed. We are so lucky to have people like 
Dick at OHR, our friends at Elecraft and SWL. All our 
QRP radio sources seem to have an excellent attitude of 
comraderie and fellowship. 


Dick said that drift from direct sunlight is unavoidable, 
but internally generated heat should not be causing this 
problem. 


Many have mentioned changing the VFO circuit components 
like: 


QUOTE: 

I ended up replacing (one at a 

time) three of the four voltage divider capacitors establishing the 
feedback for the VFO oscillator with polystrene capacitors which have a 
slight negative temperature coefficient (purchased from Mouser) . 

"The ones replaced were C165, C167 and C164. " 

END QUOTE. 


And others have suggested troubleshooting tips: 
Use cool air sprays, heat guns, thermal baking in ovens, 
careful application of heat to components with a soldering iron. 


It is unfortunate I don't have a suply of polystyrene caps and 
NPQ variables etc. But I will begin troubleshooting after tonights 
fox hunt. 


First step will be to characterize the drift (And write down data 
this time :) 


I will key down at 5 watts into a 52 Ohm non-reactive load and 
note both the rate of drift per minute and time per 100 Hz drift. 


I will then go to 1.0 watts and repeat. Any differences should tell 
me if it is related to power output circuits or the frequency 
determining 


network regardless of power output. 


I also have a commercial temperature probe I can measure component 
temperature 

and the cool off with the Kool-zit airspray and note frequency variance 
with temperature of different components. 


I just created this crude test myself, mileage may vary and your 
procedure 
may be better than mine -- I'm all ears! 


With DVM/Thermal probe, scope, Spec. Anal, canned air, and a modest 
assemblage of remaining brain cells, I might correct this problem. 


I will post meaningful data to the list. 


Oh, played with the spec. analyzer last night. My Contest Pixie2 is 
exactly 7.04016 MHz and 7.0393 MHz with offset toggle switch in use. 


Also, the output filter I tweaked to provide a 50 ohm match is more 
effective than I realized at removing the harmonics. 2nd harmonic 
is about 35 dB down from the fundamental. I remember this was 

not the case when I tested this same unit at work last year using 
the stock output circuit. 


I hope I can provide even more test results and mods for the pixie2 
in the future.

I'm left-handed, so have been thru all this MANY 
times before - wound a lot backwards. 

I assume that the toroids do not lay flat 
on the board the way donuts lay on the tray...mmmmm. 
Rather, they stand up, supported by their leads so 
they take less board real-estate. 

When I wind ‘em backwards, they end up 
facing east-west instead of north-south, or visa-versa. 
And if they're multi-winding transformers (like having 
a link coupling) then I'm really in trouble with 
crossed wires. 

So I've learned to look at the board offsets 
first, to see which way to start the winding. 
(and on bad days, I STILL get it wrong).

This is purely a mechanical problem, winding a toroid in such a way that 
it fits a PCB nicely. 


The following two posts are about electrical problems in toroid winding: 


> I just finished building the W7EL directional wattmeter. When I first 
tried it out, I discovered that forward and reverse were giving the same 
readings. I had to re-wind one of the toroids in the bridge circuit in the 
opposite direction so that the two toroids were mirror images of each other 
(non-superimposable; like your right and left hand). After that change, 
one read in the forward direction, the other in the reverse direction. Has 
to do with reversing the magnetic field, I guess. 


VV VV VV 


Winding sense is also important when you put two windings on a single 
toroid, like for coupling output of an driver stage to an RF PA stage. 


It determines the phasing, which could be important if the driver output 


wave form is non-symmetric, the drive signal for the PA will come out 
the wrong way around if you get the winding sense of the two windings 
wrong relative to eachother. The Sierra TX has such a toroid 
transformer. 


See Paul Harden's Data Book for oscilloscope pictures that illustrate 
this.
